Reckless Driving Charge Turns 


Into 5-Hour Standoff with Police 


Mike Wright, 26, of Grayling, voluntarily came out of a 
downstairs apartment at 809 Michigan Ave. early Tuesday 
morning after refusing to surrender to police for close to six 
hours. : ' 

The standoff started about 8:40 p.m. when a reckless 
driver reportedly almost ran a vehicle occupied by Grayling 
firemen off the road. The firemen said the reckless driver 
also almost ran over a pedestrian, according to a Grayling 
City Police report. The firemen followed a suspect to the 809 
apartment and called the Grayling City Police to report the 
reckless driving complaint. 

A city policeman received no answer at the door. 
Wright’s wife then tried to call him out of the apartment. One 
of the firemen, who is also a police officer, noticed Wright 
through a window at this time and he appeared to be ap- 
proaching the door with a rifie, the city police report said. 

Grayling City Police Chief Pete Stephan said everyone 
backed off at this point and soon after city patrolman Dennis 
Long began talking with Wright over the phone. Stephan said 
Long was persistent during the long standoff and did an ex- 
cellent job in persuading the suspect to come out. Wright 
came out at about 2:30 a.m. without any weapon. During the 
entire standoff no physical threats were made by Wright, 
Chief Stephan noted. A rifle and a knife were found in the 
apartment after police arrested the suspect. He was lodged 
in the county jail on charges of reckless driving. Other 
charges may be pursued, said Stephan.

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DNR Finds No Evidence of Chemical 
Dumping By Bear Archery in Millpond

The Bear Archery Company has been ac- 
cused of dumping drums of benzene, PCB 
and resins in the Millpond while the com- 


_ pany was located in Grayling, but thus far 


there is no evidence that the materials were 
dumped there. 

According to reports of investigations by 
Department of Natural Resources Environ- 
mental Officer Sgt. Greg Katalenich, Calvin 
(Rusty) Gates contacted DNR officials con- 
cerning the dumping. He told the officer that 
a friend who wished to remain anonymous 
witnessed 100 to 200 drums of the substances 
dumped and buried in a stump pond behind 
the ‘‘old Fred Bear Company.” 

An interview between Gates and the offi- 
cer occurred on March 31, 1986, and the in- 
vestigation was continued until April 29, 
1987, when Katalenich in his report stated 
that for the purposes of law enforcement the 
case should be considered closed. 


The site, claimed to have been the Mill- 
pond dump location, was in the area where 
the boardwalk and observation platform 
have recently been constructed. The officer 
reported visiting that site with Gates and 
finding ‘“‘demolition type materials (con- 
crete, brick, metal, wood, ete.).”’ He also re- 
ported that there were three or four 55 
gallon drums in a partially decomposed con- 
dition sitting on top of the ground along the 
edge of the stump pond. He noted that no 
odors or suspicious oil sheens were ob- 
served. ; 

There was ample testimony by the in- 
dividuals that the officer interviewed to in- 
dicate that liquid materials from Bear 
‘Archery were dumped into at least three 
landfills that were active at that: time (1958- 
67). Sources indicate that it was not unusual 
then for most companies to dump wastes in 
any local-landfill because today’s environ- 
mental concerns were not as pronounced. 
The persons interviewed dumped waste at a 


landfill behind the Jack Millikin building, at 


the junction of North Down River Road and 
Stephan Bridge Road, and at the Grayling 


City Dump south of town. 

Katalenich’s report indicated that he 
visited the Millpond site along with Brian 
Reicks, DNR Groundwater Quality Divi- 
sion. They observed Solid materials at the 
site and took three sediment samples. They 
were tested for PCB content, the officer 
stated, and “revealed none above the detec- 
tion limits.” 

A publication that circulates statewide 
has indicated that Fred Bear has always 
been vehemently opposed to removing the 
dam at the end of the Millpond. It was in a 
context suggesting Bear thought the dam 
removal would let down the water, thus ex- 


_ posing the waste that was dumped. When 


asked last week about the dumping at the 
site, Bear forcefully stated that the com- 
pany never dumped waste of the type indi- 
cated by the anonymous source in the Mill- 
pond. 


_ Investigation by the Avalariche reveals 
that there is concrete, asphalt and metal 
remnants showing on the surface in that 
area near M-72 West. Reliable sources have 
indicated that at least some of the material 
is waste from the old County Courthouse. 
Another source stated that material from 
the old dump at the site of the Little League 
field was hauled as fiil to the Millpond site. 

Skip and Gail Madsen, who own the prop- 
erty on which most of the filling took place, 
have stated that they are not aware of any 
chemical dumping at the site. They point out 
that there most certainly was dumping of 
fill material there since at one time water 
came up to M-72. 

Skip’s Sport Shop was built upon the fill, 
they noted, and there are many feathers, old 
arrow Shafts and bow limbs under the build- 
ing and around the open land. At the time, 
they point out, it was an accepted place to 
dump. 

‘We have been here for a long time and 
have not been affected by any contami- 
nants,” the Madsens said. They also draw 
attention to the fact that the vegetation 
looks healthy and there are no signs on the 


Binsfeld Forwards County 
Ad-Valorem Tax Request 


State Senator Connie Binsfeld has for- 
warded the suggestion of Crawford County 
treasurer Joe Wakeley about the military 
paying property tax to State Senator John 
Engler for his consideration. 

Wakeley recently wrote to Sen. Binsfeld 
asking her to sponsor legislation forcing the 
military to pay ad-valorem tax on land they 
purchase. Presently they pay 10 cents per 
acre and if funds are approved by the legis- 
lature, $1.00 per acre beginning next year. 

Receipt of a letter about the matter was 
discussed last week at the county Board of 
Commissioners’ meeting. Sen. Binsfeld said 


~ that the property tax structure (of the state) 


is currently being reviewed by a number of 
committees. She did not hold out much hope 
for obtaining funds through the Michigan 
Equity Program, however, because money 
for that law is handed out only for regional 
cultural/historical projects. She said ‘““The 


- improvement of roads and police services 


would not be an eligible use of those funds.”’ 

On another matter at the commission 
meeting, Sheriff Harold Hatfield reported 
that a prisoner had escaped from the county 
jail by scaling the recreational area fence. 
He said that with the hot dry weather, track- 
ing dogs were unable to find the person. 

Hatfield also reported that 20 inmates 
were presently housed in the jail. He ob- 
served that it is difficult to continue the 
cleanup program because he has few sen- 
tenced people who can be sent out. He said 
that only six of the prisoners have been sen- 
tenced. Of the others, he said, some have 
been in the jail awaiting sentencing since 
late April and May. 

Hatfield also commented that the 
handling of traffic by Military Police is not 
condoned by his office. He said that if they 
do direct, his deputies observe to be certain 
they do not favor the military over civilian 
vehicles. 


Prosecuting Attorney John Huss 
discussed a plan with the commissioners to 
drop the Salling Lake level suit. He said the 
property owners seem to be in agreement 
that the cost of repairing the dam makes it 
out of the question for them to pay the 
assessment. Huss said that he would ask the 
judge for permission to create a special 
assessment district around the lake to pay 
for the $15-18,000 engineering fee before he 
asks for the dismissal of the suit. 

A discussion about the results of a meet- 
ing between the Grayling Recreational 
Authority and the state Military Board re- 


vealed that there has been no decision on ex- 
tending the lease for Hanson Hills. The 
authority has asked that the lease be ex- 
tended for 25 years now rather than wait un- 
til the present lease expires in 1990. 


In their report to the military, authority 
members showed statistics as evidence of 
increased use of the park. The figures also 
showed that there has been a steady in- 
crease in revenues since the 1983-84 season. 
Attendance in 1983-84 was 4,692. During the 
1987-88 year the statistics showed an atten- 
dance of 22,213. persons. During the same 
two seasons revenues went from $62,965 to 
$113,750. 

The commissioners reviewed the plans 
worked out for the use of the property now 
occupied by the local Department of 
Natural Resources. Commission Chair- 
person Garland (Bud) Joyce complimented 
Commissioners Jeannette Kitchen and Bill 
Ruddy for an excellent job in working out 
the arrangements with the City of Grayling, 
Grayling Township, Crawford County and 
Mercy Hospital}. 

In other matters the commissioners ap- 
pointed Bruce Jones to the Building Author- 
ity and nominated Helen Crawford for a 
position on the Medical Control Authority.

ALLEGED INDUSTRIAL DUMP 


3 Options Left 
For Landfill After 
Cap Grant Refused 


The Crawford-Otsego County Landfill ap- 
plication for funding to cap the old portion of 
the property has been turned down by the 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR). 

The application through the Clean Mich- 
igan fund requested $353,300 to cover the 
area with impervious material as ordered 
by the DNR. 

Crawford County commissioners dis- 
cussed the matter at their recent meeting. 
They were informed about reasons for the 
refusal by Jeannette Kitchen who is also a 
member of the Clean Michigan Com- 
mission. 


Kitchen said that the major reason for the 
turn-down was that the new disposal area is 
connected. direcii; to the old dump. She 
noted that for some reason the failure to 
leave a gap between the two areas was con- 
sidered as sufficient reason to refuse the 
grant. 

Kitchen commented that the applications 
from various sources in the state are chan- 
neled through the Clean Michigan Commis- 
sion and they make recommendations for 
each to the Natural Resources Commission 
(NRC). They acted upon the applications on 
August 6 and refused to fund the 22-acre 
capping project. 

DNR representatives indicated that there 
were a total of 30 grant applications worth 


about $8.1 million. They said only $1.8 
million is available through the Clean Mich- 
igan Fund. They noted that more money will 
be available in October and the application 
can be resubmitted then. 

Gaylord Attorney Jim Cotant is the legal 
representative for the landfill authority. He 
is quoted as saying that there is no question 
of whether the landfill will be capped since 
the DNR has ordered it. There are three op- 
tions to pursue for funding. The application 
cah be resubmitted. The matter of funding 
can be taken to court since it may be cover- 
ed by the Headlee Amendment. That law 
states that the state must pay for any pro- 
gram which they initiate that will cost other 
units of government money to implement. 

The third option would be to take a 
millage issue to the citizens of both counties. 

Cotant observed however that the landfill 
authority has absolutely no intention at this 
time to ask property owners for a tax in- 
crease. He said that the DNR should pay for 
the capping since it has made the landfill a 
model for the state and promoted the idea of 
other counties using the facility. 

DNR officials indicate that if nothing is 
done to cap the landfill they can initiate en- 
forcement action. Since a court action could 
force the counties to do the job, presumably 
the bill would then still be passed along to 
taxpayers,

if late August will ponder a recommenda- 


tlon by a special study committee to ‘‘get 
out of the child care business.’”’ That would 
mean closing the Eaton Rapids Home, 
which opened in 1925. 

‘More than 200 youngsters and parents 
used to live at the home; the number has 
fallen to 76 children and 11 parents at a re- 
cent count. 

* * * 
-WHAT’S THE REASON for deaiinings use 
of the home by veterans and their families? 

- Well, there probably are several reasons. 
Communication may be one — not too many 
veterans may be aware of the Haton Rapids 
home and how it could help. 

‘Unfortunately, there seems to be a never- 
ending supply of war veterans in this coun- 


try, World War I-veterans are almost gone — 


now; World War II veterans are all past 60 
and aging. Korean War veterans are near- 
ing retirement age. 

But Vietnam War veterans and their fam- 
ilies are ripe candidates to use the VF W 
home. And who is confident there won’t be 
even more veterans in the future? 

But the main reason for the decline at 
HKaton Rapids appears to be competition — 
and competition which is supported by tax- 
payer dollars. 

* * * 

FINANCIAL SUPPORT for the VFW 
home comes from VFW members through 
such efforts as sale of Christmas stamps, 
VFW poppies, interest on an endowment 
fund, and special events staged by VF W 
posts, auxiliaries, and the Military Order of 
Cooties, the fun branch of VFW. 

The special study committee, which 
recommended closing the home, reported 
that unlike when the home was started, 
there now exists a wide variety of social ser- 
vice programs available to care for people 
who need help, including needy veterans 
and their families. 


Contrary to the opinions of many people, 
Social Services does not deal exclusively 
with clients on General Assistance or, as it 
was once known, welfare. 

Conversations we have had or overheard 
about the subject dwell on the help for the 
needy, and while this is a laudable part of 
the service, it only scratches the surface. 

Most people are also familiar with Medi- 
caid which furnishes medical care to the 
needy. It is, after all, the largest single item 
in the Department of Social Services (DSS) 
budget. But added to that are a host of other 
valuable programs. 

If there is a report of an abused spouse, 
child or senior citizen, there is a specialist 
who will be on the job attempting to protect 
the individual. 

A needy person who requires hospital 
treatment in another town and has no trans- 
portation will also find help through the 
Crawford County DSS Volunteer program. 
That aspect of assistance may also be used 
for an individual who needs rush transpor- 
tation for any valid purpose. 

Often there is an individual who is not 
capable of managing the money for a house- 
hold and a specialist is under contract to 
teach that person how to live within a bud-

And most of these emerging social pro- 
grams are paid for by the public treasury, 
on the local, state and federal levels. 

“Child welfare programs have passed 
from the private to the public domain,”’ the 
VFW study committee reported. 

it’s true, and in many ways, it’s too bad. 

Times have changed, and so have con- 
cepts of child care and public welfare pro- 
grams. Government has moved more and 
more into these fields, as well as many 
others. That’s a big reason taxes keep going 
up and up, and the federal government had 
to increase its debt ceiling the other day to 
$2.3 trillion. 

* * * 

THE VFW HOME at Eaton Rapids is an 
example of voluntarism at its best. The pro- 
gram works ... it helps people ... and it’s 
financed by individuals and by private or- 
ganizations, not by governments. 

Many who recognize the importance of 
voluntarism recite a formula that goes 
something like this: 

The best solution to a problem is self-help. 
If you can’t solve your own problem, then 
turn to family and friends. If that doesn’t 
work, then call on your community, your 
church, and your private organizations 
(such as the VFW). Then, and only then, 
should you turn to government.... and then, 
first, to the government closest at hand, 
then to state government, and only as a last 
resort to federal government. 


Many individuals still practice this for-. 


mula, and so do many organizations, such 
as church and private organizations like the 
VFW and others. 

But many do not. Many people — and the 
trend seems to be getting stronger — turn 
first to government to solve any problem, 
and preferably to the biggest government 
around, namely the federal government. _ 

That’s too bad, too. Most often, that brings 
an expensive solution ... one that frequently 
doesn’t even fit the problem in the first 
place, and tends to recruit ‘‘clients’’ for the 
new program, with ‘‘problems” they never 
knew they had before. 

Let’s hope voluntarism doesn’t die com- 
pletely. Clearly it’s in danger.

Motorists and Bikers Have To Be 
More Cautious To Prevent Accidents 
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Dear Editor, 

I was saddened to read 
about the fourteen-year-old 
boy who was struck by a car 
recently. As an avid cyclist, 
I realized that it could have 
been me and very nearly has 
been on several occasions. 
Lately, I have been run off 
the road and startled by 
honking motorists. Drivers 
ought to be more cautious 
when approaching a biker. 
When there is oncoming traf- 
fic they should slow down 
and wait for the road to clear 
before carefully passing a 
rider. This practice seems to 
be the exception rather than 
the rule, nowadays. Every- 
one seems to be in. such a 
hurry, Quite often cars and 


trucks pass too closely and 
too fast, squeezing alongside 
of me and oncoming traffic. 
Several things can cause a 
biker to lose control of his 
Steering. For example, a 
rock tossed up by a passing 
truck, a bee bouncing off his 
cheek, a flat tire, or more 
likely barking dogs running 
out from the roadside to 
chase him. Also, pot holes, 
broken glass and gravel can 
cause a rider to steer un- 
predictably out into the road. 
The law entitles bikers to 
three feet of the road but 
when passing a bicyclist, you 
should expect the unexpect- 
ed. 
- Bikers have responsibility 
too, for their own safety. 


They should wear protective 
clothing, never ride at dusk, 
and always ride with the 
direction of traffic. In the 
event, a bike rider is hit by a 
car, the potential for injury 
is much greater when struck 
head-on than moving in the 
same direction. Proper use 
of hand signals when turning 
can also prevent accidents. 
The young man who was 
hit last weekend was 
Seriously injured. Last 
month, another youth was 
killed when’ he turned into 
the bath of an oncoming car. 
Please, take these incidents 


to heart and practice safety

The Grayling 
Housing Commission will 
also continue their 24 hour 
emergency phone number 
for assistance. 

Q - How wili the Grayling 
Housing Commission ten- 
ants get to the new location 
of the Senior Citizen Multi- 
Purpose Community Build- 
ing?

Anyone who operates a 
boat livery in the State of 
Michigan must follow cer- 
tain procedures which insure 
the safety of their client. 


First of all, they register 
with the Michigan State 
Waterways Commission an- 
nually. The Waterways Com- 
mission has adopted mini- 
mum requirements for the 
safety and well being of the 
watercraft users, including 
maximum capacity and 
horsepower limits and con- 
formance with recognized 
marine practices. 

Before a boat or canoe 
livery can rent a watercraft, 
it must be safety inspected. 
Ordinarily this is done by the 
County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. Once this safety in- 
spection is completed, a cer- 
tificate of compliance is 
issued to the livery operator. 


This certificate is to be 
prominently displayed. Also, 
the Sheriff Department rep- 
resentative will affix a metal 
tag to each watercraft to in- 
dicate it has been inspected. 
The owner/operator of a 
livery shall not rent a water- 


Doodles From The Tall Timber

Occasionally we see a 
opossum in this area; but as 
one travels further south 
there is more evidence of a 
larger population. The ‘pos- 
sum is the only marsupial in 
North America, meaning 
that the animal has a fur 
lined pouch on the belly of 
the female in which pre- 
mature young complete 
their development. By the 
way, the young are about the 
size of a honey bee at birth, 
and they spend some four to 
five weeks in the pouch. 

This cat sized animal is 
whitish gray in the North, 
while in the South it is gray 
to nearly black. The ‘possum 
doesn’t fair too well in our 
climate since its ears and 
tail are hairless.

The Disabled American 
Veterans (DAV) will be hold- 
ing their annual Forget-Me- 
Not Drive on the 27, 28, and 
29th of August. The money is 
used to help veterans and 
their families. 


A plan providing $1.2 billion in property 
tax relief while raising the state sales tax 
has been approved by the Property Tax Sub- 
committee of the School Finance Commit- 
tee. 

The plan, which would also provide funds 
for improving quality of education and de- 
crease inequities between schoo! districts, 
will be presented to the full commission for 
its work session later this month, with final 
presentation to the Board of Education 
scheduled for early September. 


Under the plan, which would require voter 
approval, the state sales and use tax would 
be, increased from 4 cents to 6 cents on the 
doliar on all but residential utilities costs, 
resulting in about $1.38 billion in additional 
revenue to be earmarked for education. 

To balance the increase in revenue, local 
school boards would be allowed to levy up to 
18 mills on residential and agriculture prop- 
erty without voter approval, with voter ap- 
proval allowing levies up to 38 mills, instead 
of the current cap of 50 mills. 

Business and commercial property tax 
would also be addressed in the plan, with a 
state-levied, permanent rate of 23 mills. 

The revenue from the 23 mills would be 
part of the state school aid fund. 

Ed Farhat, chair of the subcommittee, 
and several members agreed that it will be 
a difficult job to convince voters of the

merits of the package, which could appear 
on the 1988 ballot if the full cornmittee and 
Board of Education give it their approval. 

“The whole issue requires a sales job,” 
Farhat said, adding however, that the sales 
tax proposal would be easier to sell than an 
income tax increase. 

Sen. Dan DeGrow (R-Port Huron) said the 
question of funding inequities would be ad- 
dressed with the plan because disparities 
between out of formula districts and those in 
formula would be reduced. 

However, the subcommittee also ap- 
proved statutory language requiring tax 
revenue generated by commercial, indus- 
trial and utility levies to be shared among 
districts and implemented over 10 years, if 
the sales tax-property tax reduction plan is 
defeated by voters. 

Additionally, the plan calls for providing 
about $200 million annually for quality im- 
provements in education. 

For the first and second years, the money 
would be provided by recapturing social 
security and categorical funds ($80 
million); using half of the anticipated 
federal windfall ($85 million), and the state 
pension fund or an additional cigarette tax 
($44 million). 

After the second year, the improvements 
would be funded by the revenue generated 
from the increased sales and use tax, which 
would be part of the education fund.

The Red Barn may look like a barn from the outside but 
any resemblance to one on the activities inside is out of the 
question because there is food, entertainment and refresh- 
ments. ; 

It was constructed in 1972 by Louis Stillwagon and soon 
after Jim Shively’s brother ‘‘Chick”’ built the motel adjoining 
the barn.

rather than more money. 

Money is only the medium 
by which a woman achieves 
goals and provides for her- 
self and her family. The 
more effectively she 
manages money, the more 
money there is to use and the 
less money is wasted. There 
is a challenge in money 
management. A creative, 
skillful approach — gives 
satisfaction in accom- 
plishing control over money. 


A spending plan or budget 
is the first step in any money 
management program. 
Good budgets take into con- 
sideration not only the 
allocation of dollars, but also 
the time, talents and skills 
available to make the dollars 
gofurther. The skills needed 
to develop a budget include: 

Knowledge—to be inform- 
ed about available resources 
and the wants and needs of 
the family. 

Planning—establishing goals 
and guidelines. 

Discipline—finding incen- 
tives for self-discipline to 
meet goals. 

Time—regular time for at- 
tending to the budget. 

Most people use credit as a 
tool to manage money—that 
is, to purchase needs today 
that will be paid out of future 
income. Equal access to 
credit was granted under the 


- Equal Credit Opportunity 


Act. This act prohibits 
discrimination because of 
sex, marital status, race, 
national orgin, religion, age 
or the fact that one receives 


income from a_ public 
assistance program. 
Women need to under- 


stand the importance of 
establishing credit in their 
own names and being sure 
that any credit that is 
assumed jointly will be 
reported in both persons’ 
names. Check your record 


, at a local credit bureau. If 


your credit history is not ac- 
curate, contact creditors to 
make sure that it is being 
correctly reported. 


Risk management _ is 
another major area of 
money management that 


women must consider. If 
you are working, it is impor- 
tant to understand protec- 
tion provided by a fringe 
benefit program. Is life, 
health or property insurance 
provided? These must be 
dovetailed with any private 
insurance you carry. 


‘always 


Mothers who have custody 
of children and provide for 
their support might want to 
purchase life insurance on 
themselves. Social Security 
provides benefits to children 
up to the age of 16 when a 
working parent dies, but this 
will not completely replace 
all lost earned income. 

Single mothers should be 
concerned with who owns the 
life insurance policy that 
lists their children as 
beneficiaries. If the former 
spouse holds the policy, the 
parent may want to stipulate 
that she be listed as owner, 
with the ex-spouse making 
the payments. This way the 
policy cannot be dropped 
without the parent being 
notified. Ideally, the single 
mother would hold the life 
insurance, but this is not 
economically 
possible. 


Most older women have 
lower pension benefits than 
older men because of dif- 
ferent or shorter time in the 
labor force, so saving for 
retirement is critical. 
Women must learn about the 
variety of savings options 
that are available, par- 
ticularly Individual 
Retirement Accounts.
